The yield was extraordinary 
and the Corn attracted the attention of al- 
most every passer by. I am no farmer, and 
had of course but a small plat of ground 
planted in this Corn, but if my judgment 
is worth anything, I can say, that if I had 


planted this Corn altogether, I would have 
made, in this dry year, three or four times 
as much Corn as I did.
